(4) Prototypical cushion mm according to the above-identified application made 
with substantially nonporoua polymeric matadal can be inflated with air and, 
once seated, can hold air. 

(5) A prototypical cushion liner according to me above-id^rrtified application 
made with substantially wnporoiis polymeric material, which is capable of 
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being stretched, typically has a distal radius of 3/4" - AT or whatever is 
somewhat undersized for the wearer, and is domed by rolling the cushion 
liner onto the amputation stump with stretching.
